Twenty or Thirty Feet of Water. 



Her Two Mnndre<l Were I.oKt By the 

Sudden Onslam-ht of Waters— Hou 8 es 
Ploatini^ With Their Occupants 
Cilnging to Their Koofs. 



Louisville, Ky., April 4. — A special 
io the Courier .lournal from Evansville, 
Ind., says: 

At 0 o'clock Sunday afternoon the 
levee at Shawneetown, 111., broke a 
mile above the town, and from all the 
information that can be secured hero 
t is learned that a great part of the 
place has been destroyed and that per- 
haps a large number of citizens have 
been drowned. 

Shawneetown is T."! miles below 
Evansville, on the Ohio river. It is 
situated in a valley of extremely low 
land, with hills skirting it in the rear 
and with a 25 foot levee in front run- 
ning from hill to hill. The town is 
very much in the position of a forti- 
fied city, and when the levee gave way 
a mile above town under the pressure 
of the very high river the water shot 
through a 20 foot opening and struck 
the place like a hurricane, sweeping 
everything before it 

Houses were turned and tossed 
about like boxes. The p>eople were not 
warned of the break, and for that rea- 
son so many were caught. Those at 
home sought refuge in second stories 
and on housetops. Those in the streets 
were carried before the avalanche of 
water and probably a majority were 
drowned. 

Citizens came from the place Idv 
skiffs to a telephone several miles 
away and asked for aid from Evans- 
ville. They said that more than 200 
people were drowned, and they had 
reason to believe it would reach 500, 
or even 1,000. 

The water stands from 20 to 30 feet 
all over the town. 

There are of course no lire or lights 
in the place, and darkness envelope.s 
the desolate scene. Con.sequently it 
was impossible for tliem to have any- 
thing like definite information. The 
men quickly left the telephone and no 
-«*ommunicalion has since been had 
with the place. 

Ail telephone and telegraph wires 
arc now down, and outside communi- 
cation appears to he iinpo.ssihle. 

At ten o'clock Sxinday night two 
steamboats and a couple of tugs start- 
ed for Shawneetown under full head of 
steam, and it is expected that some of 
them will arrive there by two o'clock in 
the morning. They carry large .sup- 
plies of food and blankets quickly col- 
lected by the city officials. 

CmcAGO. April 4. — A special to the 
Record from Cypress .Junction, 111., 
says: Two hundred and fiftj’ persons 
were drowned Sunday by the inunda- 
tion of Shawneetown, six miles from 
this place. 

The north levee broke at 4:20 o'clock 
Sunday' afternoon and the Ohio river 
flowed over the town many feet deep. 

Scores of house.s wci’e floating aJ)out 
Sunday night and many persons were 
clinging to the wreckage in the hope 
that rescuers would soon appear with 
boats to take them to places of safety. 

All communication with the town is 
cut off. Trains can not reach there, 
and telephone and telegraph wires are 
down. 

The first report that reached here 
was that the entire population had 
been drowned, hut this is not con- 
firmed. 

The levee was built by the govern- 
ment and was regartled as impregna- 
ble, hence the people liad taken no 
precautions against a possible flood. It 
is reported tliat the flood now extends 
four miles inland, and people are flee- 
ing for tlieir lives from the lowland 
hamlets. 

Eaklixgtox, Ky., April 4. — At 8:45 
Sunday evening Sunerintendent W. S. 
Martin, of the Henderson S.z St. Louis 
division of the Louisville A Nashville 
railroad, stationed at Evansville, 
Jnd., received a telephone message 
from Cypress . I unction, 111., sa^’- 

ing that the levee surrounding 
Shawneetown, 111., on the Ohio riv- 
er, had broken and the waters had 
drowned every one in Slia\\neetown. 
There has been no railroad communi- 
(Uition direct lietwecn Evansville and 
Shawneetown for over a week, on ac- 
count of the high water in the Ohio 
river. 

The fevee was built Iw the govern- 
ment after the floods of 18.S4 and has 
been regarded as safe; people felt se- 
cure. 

Cypress .luLction is si.x miles from 
Shawneetown. 



TORPEDO FLOTILLA 



Reached the Cape Verd iKlandi*. 2,000 

Miles From Porto Rico, on Saturday. 

Madrid, April 4. — The statement 
cabled Friday night that the torpedo 
flotilla of Spain has arrived at Porto 
Rico was taken from a newspaper 
here. Investigation shows the an- 
nouncement to l>e erroneous. The 
Spanish flotilla has arrived at the 
Cape Verd islands and it is said 
will proceed after coaling. 

Washington, April 2. — The an- 
nouncement that the Spanish torpedo 
flotilla was at the Cape Verd is- 
lands, off the west coast of Africa, in- 
stead of at ]*orto Rico, was received 
with a goo<l deal of satisfaction at the 
navy department, which was without 
information of its own on the where- 
abouts of the flotilla. The islands are 
more than 2.000 miles from I’orto Rico 
and it is the opinion of naval e.xpierts 
that at the ver3' best ten or twelver 
days would he the least time vvitliin 
which thej' could make the run across.

Will Recommend Recognition of Cnban In- 
dependence. Bat Will Omit AH Reference I 
to Armed Intervention. 

\\ ASiiiNGTON, .-\pril 4. — A member of 
the senate coinmmittee on foreign re- 
lations who visited the president Sun- 
day night, after leaving the white 
house stated that the message would 
he sent to congress on Wednesday, anti ' 
that it would recommend the rccoo-ni- ' 
tion of the independence of Cuba, hut 
omit all reference to armed interven- 
tion. 

This, it is believed, will not be satis- 
factory to congress. Tliere is a sus- 
picion that tlie president pursues tliis 
course for the purpo.se of throwing the 
entire responsibility for what ^103- fol- 
low on congress.

The army 
regiments are now practically full 
with the e.Nception of a few men need- 
ed to fill companies to their full quota 
and onl3* an insignificant number of 
men arc needed unless congress by 
legislation provides for a larger army. 



The RiRinc in Zambales .Subdued. 

New York, April 4. — A dispatch to 
the Herald from Hong Kong says: The 
rising of the Colinas in Zambales has 
been subdued. The troops killed 
thousands of Indians, including hun- 
dreds of women and children, A 
rebel meeting in Manila was surprised 
by civil guards, who killed 11 in the 
house and took GO prisoners. All the 
prisoners were shot the same day with- 
out a trial. Si.x of the guards were 
wounded and two liilled. The alarm 
has subsided.

Its Use on Board of War Vessels and on the 
Field in Case of War. 

Mii.w.vukee, Wis.. April 4. — Lynde 
Rradlev', an expert electrician of this 
cit3% has perfected plans for the use of 
the X ray on hoard war vessels and on 
the field, and in case of war will imme- 
diately enlist in the govern- 
ment .service. Mr. Rradley say.s 
that while it would be a simple 
matter to bring the X ra3’^ into 
use on a war ship that considerable 
(iifficultv’ would he attached to the in- 
troduction of the machine on the 
field. A small engine, boiler and d3’na- 
mo would have to be mounted on 
wheels for field use and the X-ray ma- 
chine mounted on a carriage. The ap- 
paratus, however, will be much lighter 
and more portable than ma3’ he imag- 
ined and his field apparatus could be 
furnished in a week. 

“I have been thinking of this matter 
for months,” said Mr. Rradley Satur- 
day, “but have waited for hostilities 
to begin before taking any active 
steps. The great help that the X Ray 
would be to .surgeons lies in the quick, 
easy and painless method of locating a 
bullet or splinter in a man's bod3*, a 
fracture of a hone, or other serious in- 
jur3L” 



Believe That the Crisis Will Reach a 
Climax in a Few Days. 



This Delay W’ill Be Welcomed By Those in 
Charge of the War Preparations — Can 
Congress Be Restrained Until 
the Message is Issued? 



Washington, April 4. — The opinion 
almost universally held in Washington 
Sunday night by leading public men 
and diplomats is that the crisis will 
reach its climax this wee'K, and that 
the question of tvar or pecice will be 
determined within the ne.xt seven dai’S. 
Senators and representatives met and 
conferred all day about the gravity ol 
the situation, and at the white house 
the president consulted with several 
members of his cabinet and other 
confidential advisers regarding the 
message which he is preparing 
to send to congress. At the state, 
war and navy huildifcg active work 
was going on, and altogether it has 
been a day of suppressed feeling, Nc 
absolute day >'et announced when the 
mes.sage is to be sent to congress, and 
all that seemed to be absolutely cer- 
tain Sunday night was that it would 
not go in Monday — Tuesday possibly, 
hut more probably AVednesday or per- 
haps Thur.sda3’. In addition to the 
ph.ysical work of preparing the 
comprehensive document upon which 
the president expects to rest Amer- 
ica's ca.se with the world, thei*e 
are other reasons why those in charge 
of the war preparations will welcome 
ever3’ hour's delay. War material, which 
we have ordered abroad, is not yet 
shipped, and the factories in this conn- 
tr3% ■which are running day and night 
making powder and fTojectiles, are 
an.xious for delay. Some of the fac- 
tories in Connecticut with contracts 
have telegraphed Representative Hill 
urging all the delay possible. They 
say ever3' day now is precious. 

There is still a divergence of opinion 
as to w hat the president will recom- 
mend in his message; indeed there 
seems to be still a question as to 
whether the president will make au3’' 
specific recommendat’ons. Some of 
his most intimate friends, however, as- 
sert empliaticalh" that his recommend- 
ations will bo specific and vigorous and 
such that his part3* and couatr3” could 
willingH' follow when he points the 
wa3’. One of these said that the pres- 
ident, in his strong desire for peace 
and his earnest hope that war might 
possibly he avoided was3delding some- 
what to the sentiment of the leaders 
of his part3’^ and the countr3'. He has 
not given up hope yet that hostilities 
may he averted. There are those w'ho 
believe the president has not yet made 
up his mind as to the exact course he 
will pursue and there seems to be a 
question as to whether the consular 
reports and the diplomatic corres- 
pondence is to he transmitted with the

transmitted. All realize the^ifficult 
and arduous task of pyp aring 
our case for the wotTO^ in- 
spection and the care which must 
be exercised and there seems to be 
no disposition to “unduly” hasten the 
president. The party leaders are ex- 
tremely anxious to avoid a breach 
with the executive, .such as would oc- 
cur if congress were to take the initia- 
tive. After a careful canvas of the 
situation Sundaj’ the3’ believe the rad- 
ical republicans can 'be held in line a 
few da3’.s longer, until Wednesday at 
least. The conference of republicans 
of the house who have been insisting 
upon prompt action hold another 
meeting Monday niglit. While 
man3’ of them are now’ in favor 
of giving the president more 
leew’ay than they were last week, it is 
realized that 25 republican votes in 
the house would, w’ith the democratic 
and populist votes, be sufficient to act. 
It can he pretty confidently asserted 
that all the republicans of the house, 
with possibly exceptions which could 
he counted on the fingers of one hand, 
can be controlled until Wednesday. 
After tliat what might happen if the 
president asks for further delay is 
prohieinaticaL Mr. Rromw’ell, of Ohio, 
for instance, w’ho says he hopes he will 
not be obliged to part company with 
the president, sa3’s he w’ill vote with 
the democrats if necessary to over- 
rule the speaker after Wedne.sday, Mr. 
Cooper, of ANisconsin, has made a sim- 
ilar statement. The republicans of 
the house committee on foreign affairs 
have held informal meetings Sunda3” 
and have practically agreed to report 
a resolution of a tenor .similar to that 
agreed upon h3' the foreign relations 
committee of the senate Saturda3’. 
The house resolutions will probabl3’ 
follow the language of those of the ^ 
senate regarding the blowing unof the 
Maine.

The real situation is that Commander 
AA’illard II. Rrownson, U. S. N.. is ne- 
gotiating in behalf ol the United States 
for the purchase of the Rasoir. which 
is being built for Morocco at tlie Or- 
lando yards, but the consent of Mo- 
rocco must he obtained before the sale 
can he consummated.

*’The observance of Easter dates hack 
to abont the year 68, at which time 
there was mneb contention among the 
Eastern and Western chnrcbes as to 
what day the festival he observed. It 
was hnally ordained at tbe conncil ot 
Nice in the year 825 that it must he ob- 
served thronghout the Christian world 
on the same day. Tbe decision settled 
that Easter should be kept npou tbe 
Sunday first after tbe fourteenth day of 
the first Jewish month, hut no general 
conclusion was arrived at as to tbe cycle 
by which the first festival was to be reg- 
ulated, and some churches adopted one 
rule and some another. This diversity 
of usage was put an end to, and tbe 
Roman rnle making Easter the first 
Snnday after the fonrteenth day of the 
calendar moon was established in Eng- 
land in 669. After nine centuries a dis- 
crepancy in the keeping of Easter was 
caused by the authorities of the Engliah 
Church declining to adopt the reforma- 
tion of tbe Gregorian Calendar in 1582. 
The difference wa^ settled in 1752 by the 
adoption of the rule which makes Easter 
day always the first Snnday after the 
full moon which appears on or next 
after the twenty-first day of March. If 
tbe fall moon happens upon a Sunday, 
Easter i- the Sunday after. — [April 
Ladies' Home Journal.

fJnnttnlnnble Cooking llocanMC 
Y'onth’s Appelite Is Gone. 

We fear that the young husband who 
w'ants everything “the w’av his mother 
made it” is aski ng for the unattainable. 
It is not 'the cooking that is the fault, 
but the complainant’s appetite. If 
he could replace the critical, wearied 
palate of the man with the fresh, eager 
one of the schoolboy he would readily 
I see the superiority of the housew ives of 
I to-day over those of the last genera- 
tion. This is due to the si^ecial atten- 
tion that has been paid to culinary 
unatters in recent years and to the su- 
perior intelligence acquired through 
this. 

A simple breakfast dish, and one that 
is always w elccincd by men, is “picked 
cod.” There are many ^vays of prepar- 
ing it., but the best one seems to be to 
pick it into flakes, and w aah repeatedly 
until it is no longer salt, and then put 
It into a pan of cold w’afer and let it 
come gradually' to the boiling point. 
It must remain this w'ay for at least 
20 minutes, and it is important to re- 
member that the water should not 
really boil. 

.\n excellent sauce is made by meas- 
uring a pint of rich milk for aach pint 
of codfish, and stirring it into a table- 
spoonful of flour, which has previously 
been melted in an equal measure of 
butter. The sauce must simmer slow- 
ly. the bubbles rising only at the sides. 
When the water on the dish is at la.st 
allowed to boil, turn it off and put the 
drained fish into the cream sauce. Let 
it boil up for two minutes, then draw 
it to the hack of the stove. Season 
with a little white pepper and add tw'o 
eggs which have been previously beaten 
with a little of the hot cream. The 
cod may stand in the sauce for three 
or four minutes, but it must not boil. 
Prepare three delicate slices of brown 
toast, lay them on a hot platter, and 
pour the picked cod over. Three table- 
spoonfuls of cream, stirred in when the 
eggs are beaten, will be found to be 
an improvement. — Philadelphia Times.

ROADS IN MARYLAND. 

iVbeelmen Have Ueeun an AKitation 
AVhicli llaM A'ery Fair l*ro«t- 
pectM of Siicceiis. 

The wheeliTitn of Alarjlaiul are ac- 
tively interesting themselves in an ef- 
fort to secure good roads for the state, 
luid tvith a fair prospect of success. 
They hate placed themselves in eom- 
inunieatioii with the farmers, and it is 
reported that there is an excellent un- 
derstanding between these two classes, 
whose interests are so closely allied. 
It has required much demonstration to 
convince the farmers that good roads 
are a profitable investment. The work 
of the agricultural experimental sta- 
tions in this regard has been invaluable. 
ICxperiments with broad and narrow 
tires conducted under the ev'es of the 
farmers have definitely shown the folly 
of maintaining the present system of 
small-tired wheels, as long as the roads 
are indifferent or positively bad in 
quality. There are two points from 
wliich to view the relationship beteween 
tlie tires and the quality of the road. 
The experiments have shown first that 
ns long as the roads are in poor condi- 
tion, subject to much moisture and 
thereby liable to become heavy and 
mndd 3 ' at shoi't notice, the use of the

narrow tire is a positive hindrance. It 
requires more power to haul a wagon so 
equipped, for the tire sinks deep into 
the material of the road and thus forms 
for itself a constant obstruction that 
must be ov(‘reome. But the broad tire 
has a use other and indeed better than 
ihat of minimizing the labor and there- 
fore the cost of hauling. It cures the 
bad condition.? that have been largely 
caused bv' the narrow tire, serving as 
a compressor and graduallj’ compact- 
ing the material and greatlj' improv- 
ing its condition. Thus the broad tire 
means a double gain. It save.? the cost 
of hauling, Iw permitting heavier loads 
to be hauled b\^ the same agencies and 
.’ll! less time, and it saves, too, in the cost 
of ioad making and in repairing. It is 
believed that if all road users could be 
persuaded to change the tires of their 
«lraft vehicles, cspeciallj’ in the districts 
where bad roads are the rule rather 
Than the exception, the ultimate cost of 
bringing the country thorougnfares up 
to a modern standard would within a 
ver^"^ short time be so low that the most 
ct.inprchensive road imjiroveinent laws 
could be passed without difiicult^’. The 
])iesent movement in Maryland is con- 
centrated in an effort to secure the en- 
iiclment by the legislature of certain 
]>ending bills that aim at the con- 
.si met ion of good roads bj' authorizing 
the people to bond themselves for this 
purpo.'^'*. In some states much has been 
*lone i)v granting e.xemptions from road 
taxes to those road users who have 
adoptetl the broad tires and likewise to 
those who have adjusted their vehicles 
so that the front and rear wheels will 
not “track,” thus minimizing the 
chances of wearing the surface of the 
road. It has been found that with 
broad tires in use the amount of road 
surfacing material needed is compara- 
tively' small. All these facts have been 
gradually' and persistently brought to 
the attention of the agricultural classes 
so that now the plea of the wheelmen. 
V. ho are growing to be a material power 
ii* the laml by reason of their numbers, 
is being heeded far more earnestly 
than ever before. — Washington Star. 

CARE OF UTENSILS. 

Etairy I*ani« and l*ail» Bliould Always 
lie .Made f»f Tin and Kent 
8erui>ulunKly Clean. 

All dairy' utensils should be made of 

♦ in. It is a good j)lan to have the milk 
pans and pails made to order. Use the 
best tin and h.tve all the joints made 

round. After use thev should first be 

* 

washed in cold water and soap and then 
scalded, using plenty of hot water, 
wiped ])erfeelly dry and jilaced where 
the sunshine will get into them. It is 
a great mistake to jiour hot water into 
milk pans and jniils, for it will eoagu- 
l;,le the milk in tin* seams and cornurs 
nr.d if by accident the curd is not all 
washed out it will sour and affect the 
ne.xt milk put in. Borax is a great 
purifier. If a little is added to the hot 
water that the utensils are rinsed in, 
it will cleanse and purify them. Use 
enough to make the water feel si ightly 
slippery. Dairy utensils should never 
be used for other articles of food. 

To clean tinware, dampen a soft cloth 
niid dip ii in common baking soda and 
rub tiie ware briskly, and then wipe 
ilry. Milk is a ready absorber of gases. 

♦ 'are should be taken r.ot to have it 
stand in a jilace which is damp or musty 
or in a cellar where there are decaying 
Vegetables or near onions, fish or other 
»Klorons substances. Finely powdered 
charcoal, which is an absorber of gases, 
should be kept continually in a milk 
room, especially in hot weather, when 
unwholesome gases are most liable to 
affect the milk. — American Agricul- 
turist-

In making cheese by' the dairyman 
at home, where oue does not have a 
vat with a heating arrangement under- 
neath, the milk can be heated iu a tin 
heater set in a kettle in which there is 
a quantity of water. A dairy' kettle is 
the best; that is, a kettle and stove 
combined. If you do not have this you 
can use a cauldron kettle set iu an arch, 
if there is draft enough so that it will 
not smoke, as the smoke would taint 
the milk; then, by filling the tin heater 
with milk and warming it up to about 
100 degrees Fahrenheit and turning it 
up again and heating it, and continu- 
ing to do so until the temperature of 
the milk in the vat is 86 degrees Fahren- 
heit. it would all be warmed. 

Then add rennet extract, reduced 
with one quart of cold water, at the rate 
of three ounces to 1,000 pounds Of 
milk, thoroughly stirred, so that it vVlll 
be evenly' distributed through the whole 
mass of milk, says George Smith, for. 
mer cheese instructor of New York. 
When the curd is hard enough so that 
it will leave the side of the vat when 
pressed away by' laying the back of the 
hand upon it, cut it, using the per- 
pendicular knife, and cut as even ns pos- 
sible. Then stir it until whey begins 
to separate quite freely. 

Then dip off the whey' and fill the 
tin heater and warm up to about 100 
degree Fahrenheit and turn in the vat, 
and continue to do so until the tem- 
perature is brought up to 98 degrees 
Fahrenheit-, at which point it should 
be kept until the curd becomes firm, 
and when squeezed up in the hand it 
will fall ajiart readily, and by' Taking 
and squeezing the moisture out of it 
and touching it with a hot iron, it will 
draw out fine threads about oTie*-half 
an inch in length. Then draw' off the 
whey and stir the curd until the wliey 
is thoroughly' drained out of it, and then 
stir in salt at the rate of two pounds 
of salt to 1,000 pounds of milk. Pile up 
tlie curd on the side of the vat and cover 
up with a cloth and let it remain about 
an hour, stirring it oeeasionally. Tlren 
put to press, and x>ress it lightly at first. 
In 24 hours the cheese may be taken 
out and a muslin bandage put around 
it. The cheese should be kept in a 
cool room and be turned, greased and 
rubbed every dav. — Pacific Coast Dairy- 
man. 

HINTS ABOUT PRUNING. 

Correctly Triiiiiuetl SliruliM or Tree* 

Start Into Heultby. ViKorouM 
Cirowtli at Once. 

So well is the importance of pruning 
when transjilanting understood by veg- 
etable and fruit growers and nursery- 
men with their young seedling plants 
that it is common practice to shorten 
branches if trees and shrubs, or dis- 
leave if strawberries, cabbages, celery, 
etc. The same rule holds good with the 
flower gardener in growing young an- 
nual or other plants produced directly 
from the seed. With trees of consid- 
erable size,* as shown by Fig. 1, this 
pruning may' consist in thinning out 
all small brush and shoots crossing 
each other so as to leave the tree with 
a uniform top with one-half its origi-

ORCHARD AND GARDEN. 

Never pasture horses or cattle in a 
growing orchard. 

Black cap raspberries do best when 
set out early in the spring. 

Brune grape vines to two or three 
buds of last year's growth. 

See that the young orchard trees are 
Iiruued into a proper shape now. 

As a general rule it is better to plant 
young trees than to graft old ones. 

A southerly or easterly sloping loca- 
tion is nearly always best for grapes. 

One important step in renovating an 
old orchard is to secure proper drain- 
age.

In planting strawberries for market 
select the varieties that will give the 
longest season of ripening.
